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ITs LEGACY TO MODERN 
TIMES. 


F gull lay between the Middle’ Ages 
and the modern world. A’ century aco 
historians saw little but anarchy and rude 
barbarism, where now, after Stubbs and 
Maitland, Vinogradoff and Round, havin 
completed their labours, we see a medigeva 
culture established on such enduring insti- 
tutions as the Church, the guilds, the manor 
and a rudimentary parliamentary govern- 
ment. With the increase in our knowledge 
of these ordered: pidlars of a society. re- 
established centuries after the fall of 
Rome, and standing. firmly for centuries 
pelore the discovery of an American (‘on- 
tinent, there is a corresponding growth in 
our conviction that the modern world 
derived immense benefits from medisval 
rejvilisation. 
However much we may contrast modern 
with feudal times, there remain striking 
similarities. The old rhyme: 


“When Adam delved and Eve span 
Who was then the gentleman >? ” 


on which John Ball preached to 100,000 
rebels assembled at Blackheath to overawe 
the city in 1381,.contained a more vital 
‘Socialism than the slogan of 1926, ‘‘ not a 
penny off the pay, not a minute on the 
day.” It is remarkable that this four- 
teenth century peasants’ revolt began as a 
kind of “‘ general strike ” (in the south- 
e.stern counties) of discontented’ artisans 
and half-emancipated villeims against a poll 
tix levied out of all proportion to the 
ability to pay. John Namelesse and John 
tie Miller and John Carter were all 
warned to ‘beware of guyle in borough;’’ 
which is an abuse found “frequently in 
Stuart and later ages. ‘“‘ The Abbé John 
Ball understood the rights of man as well 
as the Abbé Gregoire,’’ wrote Burke. 
“That reverend patriarch of sedition, and 
prototype of our modern preachers, was of 
opinion With the National Assembly, that: 
all the evils which have fallen upon men 
had been caused by an. ignorance of their 
‘having been born and continued equal as 
io their rights.’’’ He ‘‘ biddeth Piers 
Pioweman’’ (in a eurious letter) ** goe to 
his work and chastise ‘ Hob the Robber’ 
(probably the king) and take with you 
John Trewman and all his fellows, and 
yo more.” Whereupon they all ‘‘ downed 
tools ” and began a march on London, the 
seat of a corrupt and bankrupt .Govern- 
ment. 

One of the men of 1381, Wat Tyler, a 
man of Kent, is said to have laid down 
his tool heavily on the head of: an insult- 
ing tax-gatherer. In his county there was 
no villenage, yet there was the fiercest 
spirit of revolt. It was the first blow of 
the “economic: forces rising. against 
privilege. .Villeinage was dying, but ‘the 
process was too slow for its exasperated 
members. 

* > * * * 

[he Manorial Svstem’’ is an excel- 
lent summary of the whole history of that 
ystitution. Tá “was -a. system in which 
he group. dominated the individual, Just 
as the trads union has ordered the life, 
the wages and the hours of working (or 
enforced. . idleness) ' of “ the - present-day 
worker. Nevertheless, it was essentially 
an avricultural system, and one, in which 
the vroups were regulated by the varying 
customs of a thousand manors. . ‘‘ The 
croup had to work together in order to 
supply its needs, and in this way the 
medieval manor became a self-sufficing 
economic unit.’’ (P. 73.) This condition 
of unprogressive economy was shattered by 
the. Crusades ‘and the long French wars. 

The Crusades provided a field, however 
far-off and perilous, where chivalry could 
practise its code of honourable warfare, 
even with Islam. They were aristocratic, 
splendid, Church wars; but the French 
wars were fought for other stakes, and

they had far greater results, whereas the 


(yusades increased trade and culture and 
kept. Christendom in. arms. This stern 
iacia] conflict ovér commerce and dynastic 
and feudal rights of over-lordship deve- 
foped, first. among the English levies “at 
Tinchebrai, later at Crecy, Poitiers and 
ito a spirit of national 
endeavour, which soon ‘spread to the 
French under Joan of Arc, and finally 
thrust the English from Guienne. 

This youthful spirit of nationalism 
was one of the most important legacies of 
the Middle Ages to the modern world. 
For who supposes that the great Franco- 
German feud of. 1870-1914 was but the 


outcome of Bismarck’s machinations? Its 


roots lay deep in the soil of history, so 
deep that one must first mark the fateful 
three-fold division of the Empire of 
Charlemagne in 843, and thence trace the 
divergent ways of Latinised and Teutonic 
forces through the ages, Twice these 
forces clashed-—at Hastings and Bouvines 
— and the decisive results on each occasion 
profoundly altered English history. The 
victory of Earl William brought England 
into the Feudal system and the Hilde- 
hrandine reformation. The crushing defeat 
of King John’s German allies enabled his 
barons fo wrest from him a great charter 
of English liberties, on which the Parlia- 
ments of Plantagenet and Lancastrian 
times could base their claims to share 1n 


vovernment.

Mr. Griffith Davies and Mr. F. R. 
Worts have provided a most useful survey 
of the whole field of Fnglish medieval 
history, illustrated with plates and maps 
(Kildare should not be placed over Fingal, 
nor Roscommon over Sligo! (P. 204). 
Thev have not written a text-book, but. a 
lively introduction to the historical reality 
of the period. They have not attempted to 
force upon their readers arbitrary solutions 
of commonplace. medieval problems, but 
they have indicated lines of approach to 
advanced studies by introducing the chief 
movements and problems of this period.

18 monument was erected almost sixty 
years ago they were chosen as his epitaph 
by those who knew him best.

No writer of the early years of last 
century was more conspicuously and 
honourably identified with affairs, poli- 
tical and literary, in England than Leigh 
Hunt. As a social force in the London of 
his time he was one of the best-known 
figures—admired and patronised by some 
and by others caricatured and lampooned. 
Readers and contemporaries of Dickens 
never had any doubts as to who was the 
original of Harry Skimpole, or the 
Cockney poetaster’’ at whom Black- 
wood's and other. Scottish magazines 
aimed their shafts, not unfrequently 
tipped with personal venom; but Hunt 
sensitive and emotional] though he was, 
had a soul impervious to meanness or 
malignity, and could, when his defence 
needed it, assert himself with a directness 
and courage that ‘showed he was’ more 
than a match for his assailants.

'The simultaneous appearance of these 
two volumes will be welcomed by the 
student of early nineteenth centurv litera- 
ture for many reasons, and not least 
because they introduce him to the 
earliest. appreciations of the poetry 
of Shelley and Keats. Perusing 
these essays collected from the pages of a 
newspaper, which made history in its day, 
one realises what a clear-seeing vision ‘and 
copious power of expression Hunt 
possessed, and with what a fine enthusiasm 
he could touch the imagination and com- 
municate his own sense of delight for ‘‘ a 
thing of beauty.” Passion, vigour and 
sincerity are stamped on all the work 
which he did for The Eraminer, but it 
is especially in his criticisins of the poems 
of Shelley and Keats that one gets a true 
conception of the great services rendered 
to literature by Leigh Hunt at a time 
when these men of rare genius were being 
subjected to most savage attacks in the 
pages of the Edinburgh Quarterly Review. 
Had the unworthy diatribes of that perio- 
dical not found an effective foi] in Hunt's 
disinterested defence, doubtless the pre- 
mature end of both poets had: come sooner. 


If Hunt had no other claim on the 
remembrance of posterity than what he 
made in one of the issues of The 


Kraminer—that “there Keats and Shelley 
were first made known to lovers of the 
beautiful ’’’—it would be enough to make 
his name live in literary history. How 
clearly the sapient critic reveals himself 
in this passage for the preface to ‘‘ The 


Masque of Anarchy’’—‘‘ His writings 
have aided the general progress of 
knowledge. If ever. there was a man 


upon earth, of more spiritual]: nature than 
ordinary, partaking of the errors and 
perturbations of his species,’ but seeing 
and working through them with a 
seraphical purpose of good, such a man 
was Shelley,” And how peurile the sneer 
of the Quarterly, which’, wrote of him: 
‘Mr. Shelley may cheat. himself with the 


imagined loftiness.and independence of. his 
a i 


theory, and it is easy to inyent a 
thousand sophisms to _ reconcile ' his 
conscience to the impurity of his practice ; 
but this lasts only long enough to lead 
him beyond the power of return ; he ceases 
to be the dupe, but with desperate 
malignity becomes the deceiver of others. 
Like the Egyptians of old, the wheels of 
his chariot are broken.”’

No life of this first and greatest of the 
romantic. poets can be regarded as com- 
plete which fails to take notice of Leigh 
Hunt's: .essays. ‘The late Miss Amy 
Lovell, Shelley’s latest’ biographer, knew 
next to nothing of them, and [Professor 
Dowden only makes occasional reference 
to them. Thanks to the industry of Mr. 
Johnson and Mr. Blunden, they have 
brought together in the compilations just 
published not only the choicest of Hunt’s 
literary contributions to The Eraminer 
during its stormy and eventful career 
from 1808 to 1825, but a fine symposium 
of his political and social writings, all of 
which show him to be a journalist born at. 
least half a century too soon. As a 
publicist he found many shams and pre- 
tences to assail. This he did with 
righteous indignation, and he did not 
quail at paying the penalty—imprison- 
ment and heavy fine. ) 

For what he lost in. worldly goods he 
was more than compensated’in the life- 
long affections of all the best men of his 
age, literary and artistic. A stern and 
uncompromising contender for what he 
believed was right and just, and made 
for human progress, his heart was always 
avlow with the love which begets love. 
That is the conviction which possesses, one 
alter . reading these two . well-edited 
volumes, whose interest is enhanced by a 
few characteristic examples of the style of 
Charles Lamb, and unpublished letters and 
diary entries of Hunt and Shelley’s closest 
personal friends.

IKE Gray, Jean Fontanes lived in an 
age of literary transition, standing 
more or léss unsupported between the 
failing pseudo-classics of the eighteenth 
century and the younger and more robust 
of the revolutionary romantics. Fontanes 
seems to us less of a poet than Gray, and 
more derivative. Moreover, Gray was a 
poet in an unpoetical age in which verse 
had become mechanised. Fontanes had 
at least a small company of sympathetic 


contemporaries. 
. Miss ‘Wilson, a Master of Arts of 
Dublin University, probably selected 
Fontanes as the subject of her studies for 
a French doctorate, rather from her 
interest. in the origins . of romanticism 
than for her actual enthusiasm for the

Vestry Books, it may be pointed out, 
before diaestablishment contained a record 
of proceedings of all vestries, parochial 
accounts, and many other matters, and 
were signéd by all those present. They 
were not called in by the Master of the 
Rolls like the Baptismal] and other records 
up to-1870, when safes were not provided, 
unless they had recorded in them 
Baptisms, marriages and burials, so that 
most parishes still possess them—though 
often, alas! they are kept where rats and 
mice and damp are liable to destroy them. 
The: Vestry Books of the parishes of the 
City of Dublin alone are a mine of infor- 
mation concerning the ecclesiastical, social 
and family history of Dublin—far richer 
than even the municipal records calendared 
by Gilbert. And some country parishes 
possess Vestry Books just as valuable. Is 
it not a pity that some wealthy Chureh- 
man does not found a Church Historical 
Society for the publication of these 
records ? 

Canon. Hogg’s story of his church is a 
story of progress in all but one respect— 
that of a dwindling population in common 
with many other Irish parishes. He has 
faithfully and with acceptance served his 
cure for 46 years, and, in giving an account 
of Keady people, he has drawn on nearly 
half a century of recollection. His notes 
on the various families connected with 
Keady will be more valuable as the days 
co by; and his parishioners and others 
interested in pediyrees owe him a debt for 
them. When reading this short history, 
and remembering the long and successful 
incumbency of Canon Hogg, there comes 
to mind the demand of some youthful 
elthusiasts for short and limited incum- 
bencies, and the old proverb about~‘‘ roll- 
ing stones’’ seems apposite. Just as we 
prefer to call in the family doctor who 
has known us and our families from child- 
hood, ‘when we need a physician, so, we 
believe, it cbnduces more to the building 
up of sane and healthy Christianity on 
Church lines, when the — spiritual 
physician is one on whose diagnosis we 
can depend: a tenant on the eleven 
months’ system may take more out of the 
land, but seldom enriches it. Less 
excrescences and less hothouse growths are 
produced’ by honest labourers in the 
spiritual garden. 

Canon Hogg’s booklet is well produced : 
its 50 pages are full of information. He 
gives appendices containing lists of clergy, 
churchwardens,° notes on church plate, 
parish registers, etc. The proceeds of sale 
go towards the endowment of the Fe.

SURVIVORS OF OLD 
GREECE.

Sw one particular group of Grecian 
islands in the A®gean, Mr. Booth has 
given us a book as baffling to review as it 
is entertaining to read. What the average 
reader knows ‘about these twelve islands— 
Dodecanesia—is that they form part of 
the thorny stock of international troubles 
for which we have to thank the Treaty ol 
Versailles. 

Here his knowledge is correct, and he 
wil] find chapter and verse for it at the 
close of this book, but it is not one- 
hundredth part of the truth and the other 
ninety-nine parts are vastly more interest- 
ing and more important, as he will find 
when he puts himself under the pleasant 
guidance of Mr. Booth. 

The book he has given us is not a history 
or a guide-book or a political treatise, 
although it contains the elements of all of 
these. No trace of plan is to be found in 
its arrangement. Our geography is fixed 
when we are brought back to the heroic 
days of the Knights Hospitallers, who, as 
the Knights of Rhodes,- were for two cen- 
turies the foremost bulwark of Christen- 
dom against the all-conquering Turk. Not 
until after Belgrade had fallen into his 
hands was the island stronghold captured 
by Suleiman the Magnificent. This glow- 
ing story of four centuries ago is made 
to live again in a simple recital which 
embraces the letters which passed between 
the Grand Master and the Sultan as well 
as the narrative of a Turkish eye-witness. 
From that Christmas Day of 1522 until 
the present century the simple and indus- 
trious folk who dwell in Rhodes and itis 
adjoining islands have remained Turkish 
subjects, but the most favoured of all the 
Christian peoples under Ottoman rule. 
Hence the title among political circles in 


the Near East of the “ Privileged 
Islands.” Successive firmans confirmed 
these privileges, and neither religious 


worship nor schools ‘were interfered with, 
while taxation was very light. 
- * * a 
One is tempted to infer that tha 
isianders have not the same comfortable 
autonomy in these later days of Italian 
occupation. One advance, however, has 


been made, and that is the investigation 
Beautiful 


of ancient historic remains. 
marble statuary and ceramic vases have 
been brought to light and deposited 


together in the museum, which was once 
the Grand Hospital of the Knights. 
Some of these remains date back to the 
Mycenean period, and, by the aid of 
others, chiefly pottery and coins, we are 
brought gradually down the ages to the 
muster under Agamemnon against ‘Troy, 
the Olympic victors celebrated by Pindar, 
the Persian wars, the siege of Rhodes by 
the Macedonian Demetrios, and his erec- 
tion of the Colossus, the time when foreign 
students like Cicero and Julius Cesar, 


Brutus and Cassius, resorted to the 
Rhodian schools of rhetoric, and the 
coming of St. John to Patmos, where 


memorials of his presence are pointed out 
on every side. | 

All this and much more of ancient 
association is made clear to us by a writer 
who has learned to know the inhabitants 
at close quarters, and, in his picture of 

asant life and customs, has passed on a 
fame measure of his enjoyment to his 
readers. These people, one is inclined to 
think, must surely be the only worthy 
descendants of the ancient Grecian stock. 
Many of their graceful and hospitable 
ways. put us in mind of the true 
descendants of another ancient race, while 
at the same time the fidelity to tracts of 
national character stressed by Greek 
writers of over twenty centuries ago Is 
sometimes startling. The danger 18 that 
a book like this will attract foreign 
tourists to these places, as yet unspoiled, 
and that it no longer will be possible to 
say of their inhabitants, as was said by an 
earlier visitor than Mr. Booth, that they 
are ‘‘ industrious, thrifty, gentle and 
obliging in their intercourse with 
strangers, and truthful. ee

A SCOTTISH DOMESTIC NOVEL 


ISS DOUGLAS has. many books to 
her name, but “Eliza for Common “ 
is the first of them the reviewer has been 
lucky enough to read. The book is 4 
proof that good domestic novels are not 
extinct ; for it is just a post-war chronicle 
of the doings of a Glasgow .clergyman’s 

family from year's end to year’s end. 
As one of the family, the reader shares 
the life in the suburban villa of ‘‘ Blink- 
bonny,” follows them on thir holiday to 
a’ border farmhouse, shares the excitement 
of the Oxford visit, and mourns the death 
of the family friends. Every character is 
a vivid individual, from the clergyman 
who, like “R. L. $S.,” was a great per- 
former before the Lord on a penny whistle, 
to Mary-from-Skye, the maid of all work, 
who, when she dreams she met a white 
cow which spoke Gaelic to. her, is con- 
vinced that there is sickness in her island 
home.

A NOVELIST ON NOVELS.

NE of these essays by Miss Rebecca 
West—‘‘ The Strange Necessity ’’— 
occupies more than half the book. It 
seems to be an attempt, as far as we can 


make it out, at a synthesis of modern 
literature and philosophy. It is a pity 
to see so acute a critic. as Miss West 


accepting the current saying that litera- 
ture is not enough, and that we must 
bring in the doctor and the scientific 
psychologist to explain art. To make 
matters worse there are sentences two or 
three hundred words long seeking to ex- 
plain difficult philosophical conceptions 
without the use of philosophical terms. 
“ The strange necessity’’ seems to be the 


necessity of inventing a new kind of 
critical apparatus for interpreting the 


new kind of novel invented by Mr. James 
Joyce. Miss West says: ‘‘I do most 
solemnly maintain that Mr. Leopold Bloom 
is one of the greatest creations of all time: 
that in him something true is said about 
man.” 

H may be so, but, without having been 
convinced, we turn, with some relief, to an 
entertaining paper on modern Jiterary 
uncles: ‘‘ All the uncles have written 
twaddle in, their time. Uncle Wells once 
sent into the world a Jarge blond novelette 
with a heaving bosom called ‘‘ The 
Passionate Friends.” All of “ Back to 
Methusalah,’”’ after the first act, makes 
me feel so much older than Metiusalah 
that I find myself regarding it as one ol 
those plays about the. younger set. Uncle 
Galsworthy once wrote a book called 
“ Beyond that was the back of Beyond.’ 
But Uncle Bennett does it again and 
again. Lilian, Elsie and the child, our 
women, these are mere runnings of the 
pen. And the plays—Judith, the Bright 
Island. That last set a whole London 
theatre whimpering with boredom.”’ 

She has a fine critical essay on Willa 
Cather’s novel, ‘‘ Death Comes foy the 
Archbishop,’’ and another on Mr. Sinclair 
Lewis’ ‘‘ Elmer Gantry,’’ and why it 1s 
not as good as ‘‘Babbit.’’ ‘‘The Tosh 
House ” is a bright piece of writing. It 
is a survey of contemporary “ best sellers ”’ 
and of the type of hero who “' uses terrible 
foreign oaths,’’ dismisses the waiter ' with 
a jerk of his eyebrows,’’ and beats the 
heroine without ceasing to be a Briton. 
She thinks the appeal of some “ best- 
sellers’? only can be understood by refer- 
ence to the phenomenon that there are 
whistles, capable of sounding certain notes 
which are clearly audible to dogs and 
other brute animals, but not to man.

MINISTER’S HINT TO THE 
GUARDIANS. 


The Minister for Local Government con- 
siders that the Guardians of Rathdown Union 
should proceed with their negotiations for the 
transfer of the workhouse buildings premises 
at Loughlinstown to the Dublin Union Com- 
missioners, 

This was the kernel of a report received 
yesterday at the meeting of the Rathdown 
Guardians from the Department of Local 
Government following a recent sworn inquiry 
into the subject by Dr. McDonnell. 

The proposal is to convert the buildings 
into an institution for tuberculous patients 
from the City and County of Dublin. The 
Chairman of the Guardians made it clear at 
the inquiry that the proposal emanated from 
the report of the Poor Law Commission. \ : ss 

Opposition to the scheme was presented on ty 
two grounds—(1l) the danger of infection to 
the people of the neighbourhood by the 
establishment of a tuberculosis institution, as 
well as the economic results which might 
follow to the detriment of the district, owing 
to fear of infection amongst present and pro- 
spective residents; and (2) the hardship to 
the sick poor resulting from the removal of 
local hospital facilities. 

The report stated that it was proved by 
medical evidence at the inquiry that no danger 
would accrue to the people of the district from 
the establishment of a tuberculosis hospital, 
[he Minister also considered that the objec- 
tion to the establishment of a sanatorium on 
& main artery was groundless from the point 
of view of infection, and expressed the opinion 
that the economic results which were feared 
might be discounted 

When the report was submitted to the 
Guardians’ meeting—Mr. A. L. Cullen pre- 
siding—it was agreed to defer the considera- 
tion of the whole matter until next Wednes- 
day, the Clerk (Mr. P. Cunniam) to ascertain 
meanwhile further particulars as to what 
hospital it was proposed to treat, cases of a 
dispensary nature.

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THE ALTAR PIECE, & 


(By PHYLLIS AYKROYD.) 


F.VERY BODE has heard of the wines of 
Beaune, but the town is seldom 
mentioned in any other connection. Even 
in Burgundy itself, where, truth to 
tell, the “wine joke” becomes a trifle 
wearisome, you are asked, on returning 
from Beaune, whether you have been 
visiting cellars and sampling ‘‘criis.’’ 
Yet it is possible to appreciate Beaune 
with never a thought of wine. 

To begin with, the town is surrounded 
by ramparts—not bare, aggressive, un- 
broken walls, like those of Avignon, for 
instance, but softly creeper-covered 
hastions, now included in gardens. After 
the prolonged wars of religion in the 
sixteenth century, the inhabitants of 
Beaune, having experienced the results 
of appearing provocative, requested the 
King that their ramparts. should be 
Their descendants 
have gained; for now the moat is thickly 
wooded with limes and chestnuts, with 
wisteria and laburnum, and the whole 
setting of Beaune is leafy. 

The town itself is one of the most peace- 
ful places I have ever visited. On Sunday 
afternoon, when elsewhere in France 
every man, woman and child is in the 
street, moving up and down in seething 
throngs, in Beaune there is scarcely a 
soul to be seen. ‘‘ The very houses seem 
asleep.”’ 


“HOTEL DIEU, 1443.” 


The old streets are faintly reminiscent 
of Stratford-on-Avon. The houses, many 
of them, have overhanging fronts and 
vabled wvroofs, covered with the multi- 
coloured tiles so characteristic of Bur 
gundian towns. [Perhaps the most beauti 
ful prgyate residence in Beaune is the 
Hotel Lá la Rochepot, which is built in 
a delicate Renaissance stvle, with 
valleries round a courtyard—the sort of 
place in which one could spend a con- 
templative old age. The fourteenth 
century belfry of the Hétel de Ville is 
just opposite, and round a corner you 
come upon the Church of Notre. Dame, a 
mixture of Gothic and Romanesque, of 
North amd South. The apse, with its 
flying buttresses, is particularly curious 

The greatest treasure'of Beaune, most 
lovingly preserved and used, is the 
Hospice. Over the canopied doorway you 
read with a certain excitement: ‘‘ Héte: 
Dieu, 1446.” On stepping over the 
threshold yon feel that vou have returned 
to the Middle Ages. The Hospice was 
founded by Nicolas Rolin, Chancellor of 
Philip the Good, who ruled over the Low 
Countries and Burgundy. For the saving 
of his soul and to the glory of God, Rolin 
undertook this expiatory work, in which 
he was encouraged by his wife, Guigone 
de Salins. The original sisters of the 
hospital came from. Malines, and there 
is still something Flemish about the 
uniform worn. The escutcheon, which is 
to be seen all over the building, on pave 
ments, Walls, and surmounting the 
gables, unites the three golden keys of 
Nicolas Rolin and the volden turret of 
Guigone de Salins.

ín addition to this, Nicolas adopted a 
chevaleresque device, ‘‘ Sculle,’’ with a 
star, to represent his devotion to his wife. 
and to her alone. Another explanation 
of thig motto is that Guigone chose it 
during her widowhood to represent her 
hdelity; but this seems less likely, and 
is, perhaps, a less attractive solution. 
You see the word “Scullc’’ everywhere 
in the Hospice of Beaune, and whatever 
may have been its origin, there is some 
thing of the age of chivalry about it. 
You cannot but remember a thing so 
simple, and feel that these people had 
experienced true love. Certainly their 
partnership produced noble work. 

The buildings surrounding the Cowr 
d'Honneur of the hospital form the 
choicest example of Flemish-Burgundian 
Gothic architecture. The coloured ename! 
tiles are more vivid, more kaleidoscopic 
here than elsewhere, the gables more deli- 
cate. 

As you cross the courtyard to the 
kitchen you meet sisters rustling about. 
They carry little pots of soup to incon- 
veniently distant patients. The kitchen 
has an immense chimney, a turnspit, 
and a number of medieval copper 
utensils still in use. Its general appear- 
ance of activity makes the tourist feel a 
little sheepish at pushing his way in 
among honest workers; but there is no 
suggestion that one is unwelcome. 


TREASURES OF ART. 


The museum of the Hospice contains 
an art treasure which no doubt great 
galleries have envied—the wonderful 
altar-piece attributed to Rogier van der 
Weyden, one of the fifteenth century 


ilemish artists who came to Dijon and | 


founded the Burgundian School. He. 
almost alone of them, is said to have had 
a touch of mysticism. The altar-piece 
represents the Last Judgment: Christ 
presides in the centre, surrounded by four 
On His right are seated the 
Virgin Mary, six Apostles and con- 
temporary notabilities, including Nicolas 
Rolin. On His left are Saint John the 
Baptist, the other six Apostles and 
Guigone de Salins. 

At the bottom of the altar-piece we see 
the righteous ascending to Heaven. the 
damned scurrying away into eternal fire. 
It is, of course, a truly materialistic and 
rather gruesome conception, and one pre- 
fers the upper part. The colouring is 
marvellous, and the painting contains 
most. exquisite detail, which bears 
examination through a magnifying glass. 

Opposite the museum there is the en- 
trance to a private garden, delightfully 
formal with clipped yews, where, no 
doubt, the sisters and patients walk. 
Before you leave the Hospice, the guide 
takes you through the most important 
ward, “la Grand’ Chambre’’ or ‘la 
Chambre des Povres.’’ One end of it, 
behind a richly carved screen, is used as 
the hospital chapel, so that patients in 
this ward can hear Mass, even if bed- 
ridden. The women lie in ‘alcoves along 
tRe walls—something like the arrange- 
ment of berths on a boat—and three or 
four times a day they have the diversion 
of seeing a company of tourists being led 
down the centre of the hall, and hearing 
the clatter they make in spite of them- 
selves on the romantic paving-stones. 
Perhaps sometimes a patient re-echoes a 
a fervent “ Seulle! Seulle !’’ 

The Hospice at Beaune has not been 
“restored "; if it had it might, like 
other places I could mention, merely 
pete artistic cardboard. It has been 
preserved throughgthe centuries by the 
devoted care of a succession of sisters, 
It is spotlessly clean; its equipment has 
been modernised, but its atmosphere is 
that of the Ages of Faith at their most 
inspired.

Percy Holmes, the famous English bats- 
man, will take his benefit to-morrow 
and following days in the match between 
Yorkshire and Middlesex, at Leeds, the 
proceeds of which have been generously 
granted by the Yorkshire Cricket Com- 
mittee. 

Holmes, who is now in his 40th vear, 
began his career with Yorkshire in 1913, 
and since then he has been one of that 
county s most trustworthy batsmen. He 
and Sutcliffe open the innings, and their 
remarkable success in this position is 
shown by the fact that they have this year 
completed 100 three-figure partnerships. 

He has scored nearly fifty centuries for 
Yorkshire, including 315 against Middle- 
sex, 502 against Hampshire, and several 
innings of over 200. He has toured with 
several of the M.C.C. teams, and last 
winter made a record by his score of 279 
against the Orange Free State. 

Yorkshire cricketers are usually 
fortunate in the amount realised for their 
benefits.

LONDON DOCTOR'S 
SURPRISING STATEMENT. 


A remarkable statement 
treatment of tuberculosis was 
tevday’s «sectional meetings of the 
Medical Association at Cardiff. 

Dr. A. F. Kennedy, London, said that the 
claim that ihe lower mortality from tuber- 
culosis was the result of the preventive 
measures undertaken mainly during the past 
twenty-five years, would not bear scrutiny, 
and was explainable on physical grounds, 
At the time when ro preventive methods 
ard no scientific treatment was undertaken, 
the mortality from tuberculosis in London 
fell from 25 to 12 per cent. Since scientific 
methods of prevention and treatment had 
been instituted the mortality had been 
reduced by only a further three per cent.

CONSPICUOUS ABILITY STILL 
. WITH US.

F RANK examinafion of our own age 
and time would be one of the most 
profitable and interesting subjects for 
discussion at any dinner table. Are we 
second-rate? Should the “ayes” have it. 
we might further consider whether we 
have grown too complaisant in being so. 

Once again, with the passing now of 
dear Ellen Terry, we have been treated to 
the familiar sighings at the passing of an 
epoch. “The last of a great line,’’ we 
are told. Our first impulse is to avr. 
We think of the stage of yesterday, with 
Irving and Ellen Terry, the Kendals, the 
Bancrofts, Sir H. Beerbohm Tree and Sir 
George Alexander; when almost evervr 
famous theatre was engaged in makinz 
history. To-day ‘‘stars’’ come and co 
with such frequency that we scarcely get 
familiar with their names and almost 
utterly forget their parts. 


AN OLD REGRET. 


Precisely the same regrets were heard 
a short time ago when Thomas Hardy 
died—‘‘the last of the great novelists.’’ 
Meredith and Hardy, we were told, had 
brought into our own generation the dim 
links with the giant Victorians; but we 
had no writers of like stature to receive 
the mantle. 
notices of Lord Tennyson the very same 
bewailing is noticeable. Sir Edward 
Marshall Hall was described as the “ last 
of the great advocates.’’ In fact, we find, 
if these things are true, that within the 
past decade we have lost the ““Jast ” of 
the great statesmen, poets, actors, 
painters, musicians, lawyers and soldiers. 

Whenever a brilliant figure passes from 
the stage of life this criticism of our own 
generation becomes a chorus. Is it true? 
Are we really now a second-rate people? 
The answer seems to be that, while it may 
be true, it is not the whole truth. 


UNDER-VALUATION. 


Tt is time that some keen analytic 
writer attempted a defence of this 
Georgian age. He would find an 
abundance of material, and such a work 
would tend to rouse us from any under- 
valuation of our own time. For one 
thing, the arts have a way of moving in 
evycles, and every art has its golden age 
during which it is led by master minds. 

Alfred Gilbert, R.A., who is happily 
still with us, is rightly regarded as the 
last of the creat sculptors, but there is no 
room for a new genius in this art. He 
would starve. Nobody wants great sculp- 
ture. On the other hand, architecture 
has come into a prominence, and enjoys 
an influence that it has not known for 
generations. The result is that it pro- 
duces a Sir Edwin Latyens, giving us a 
memorial like the Cenotaph and a city 
like the new Delhi; or a Sir Giles Scott 
creating the glorious beauty of a Liver- 
poo] Cathedral. 

The very conditions which faveured the 
great advocates of the type of Sir Richard 
Muir and Sir Edward Marshall Hal! have 
passed, and few regret it. We 
have counsel to meet the new needs which 
are more compatible with justice for wit- 
nesses as well as litigants and prisoners. 
Before we become gloomy or discouraged 
about anv of the arts or professions we 
must take account of changed needs. 
Then it becomes clear that all that 
passed are those Bohemian days, 
every art had just a few men of genius, 
and they could be as erratic as they choose 
because they could feel themselves to be 


indispensable. 
A WISER GENERATION. 


The truth is, we are wiser. The present 
demand is for more all-round ability. 
There is a higher standard of merit in 
every-day work. We have not just one or 
two artists. the centre of cotories of gush- 
ing admirers. We ‘have more artists 
living by art than the Victorian age ever 
dreamed of, but the prizes of fame and 
fortune have changed to other fields. It 
might be true to mourn the last great 
portrait painter, or the last animal or 
landscape painter; but the art itself was 
done for a time at least.. It had its turn. 
Now to find the great artist we should 
have to look into the creations of ex- 
quisite fabric designs, the makers of 
beautiful jewellery, and even the pro- 
ducers of fine posters 

Our age is producing a greater volume 
of fine work. and this means that we 
have a greater number of men and women 
of dependable, all-round abilities. We 
mav not isolate genius, as our fathers did, 
and we do not indulge in the same 
excesses of hero-worship. This is not a 
reflection on our generation, but a compli- 
ment. Instead of one or two brillant 
advocates, it would be simple to compile 
a list of a few score who are sound and 
able, with the precious difference of being 
trustworthy at all times. Instead of 
solitarv architectural genius, we have 
many great figures. so that the beauties 
of their art are more widely distributed. 

There is reaj}¥ no reason why we should 
be always dolefully thinking that we live 
in a second-rate age. The truth is that 
we have so many men and women ol con- 
spicuous ability in the arts and profes- 
sions that it becomes impossible to pick 
and choose for the idle purpose of hero-

More than a thousand students from thirty-

England, Ireland, America, Canada,

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ROAD FINANCE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The report recently presented by the 
Chief Roads Engineer of Saorstat Eireann to 
the Minister for Local Government, in which 
he reviews the works completed and in pto- 
gress from the proceeds of the £2,000,000 
Road Loan—and which has been the subject 
of so much helpful comment in the Press— 
is obviously a State document of unusual 
importance. As the Loan was agreed to by 
the Government in response to representa- 
tions made by the Irish Motorists’ Union, 
you will, we fell sure, permit us to comment 
briefly on the position as it is now disclosed 
by Mr. Quigley’s excellent report. In the 
first place, it is necegsary to say that the 
Union urged a much fi ger capitalisation of 
the Road Fund than that to which the 
(;overnment ultimately consented. Had a 
£5.000,000 been raised, and made re 
pavable over a term of fifteen years, the 
proceeds would probably have heen sufficient 
to carry through a complete reconstruction 
of the 1.667 miles of “ national highways,’’ 
of which it would now appear that less than 
one-half have benefited from the expenditure 
which Mr. Quigley now reviews. 

Unfortunately, the Road Fund (every 
penny of which is subscribed by motorists) 
has heen expended in relieving county 
councils of their legitimate responsibility for 
maintaining road surfaces which have been 
wholly or partially reconstructed. The result 
is that between £500.000 and £600,000 of the 
total annual income of the Road Fund has 
been pledged to pay capital charges on the 
loan, and to purposes other than recon 
struction. In the absence of new sources of 
income, the total funds available for reaor- 
struction have, therefore, been reduced from 

£700,000 to £200,000 per annum 
which’ is insufficient to carry on even 
k repairs on 6,000 or 7,000 miles of 
main and link roads. all of which must be 
rebuilt if they are to meet the growing 
necessities of motor traffic. 

during the past two years the total expen- 
diture on road reconstruction (including allo- 
cation from the Loan) has approximated 
to £2,000.000 per annum. The reduction of 
such expenditure to one-tenth of that annua! 
sum cannot be regarded with equanimity by 
motorists, or by other citizens who realise 
what good roads mean to the future of the 
Free State. Whether recarded in terms of 
unemployment or of preserving the costly 
umprovements which have been effected, such 
a prospect is disastrous. The time has, 
therefore, arrived at which it is essential to 
seek, and to apply, the necessary financial 
remedy. That remedy, as has been recog 
nised hy the Press and the public. lies 
ob jousl in the application of the ‘yield of 
motor import duties to road reconstruction. 
The proper application of these import taxes 
fall of precisely in the same way 
as vehicle duties. are paid by 
motorists), whether judged by standards of 
logic or of practical necessity, is clearly to 
the purposes for which the Road Fund was 
established. With such man increased 
revenue of about £400,000 per annum, a 
further loan of £6,000,000 or £7,000,000 can 
be raised, and the work of reconstruction 
carried forward at the present rate of 
£2,000,000 vearly. 

When pressing the Government, two years 
ago, tor the capitalisation of the Road Fund, 
the Union strongly urged that its expenditure 
should be placed directly in the hands of the 
Roads Branch of the Ministry for Local 
Government, adequately staffed and reinforced 
by selected county surveyors who have dis- 
played special competence as road-makers. 
This policy. we are glad to observe, is now 
being urged upon the Government by the 
Press and by public representatives who have 
given attention to the problems of 
road construction and maintenance. We 
that centralisation would result 
in very substantial savings and in a marked 
improvement in the technique of reconstruction 
work, and that it should, therefore. be made 
a condition precedent to further considerable 
expenditure on road reconstruction work. 

A third issue—and one of dominating im- 
portance—is re-opened by the announcement 
that the British Government have appointed 
a Royal Commission to report upon the whole 
problem of transport co-ordination. Three 
years ago this policy was unanimously urged 
upon the Free State (Jovernment ‘by the 
National Transport Congress which was 
organised by this Union, and attended by 
representatives of motoring, trading and farm- 
ing interests. The necessity for such a com- 
prehensive review of transport problems has 
been. demonstrated over and over again by 
developments which have taken place since 
the Government rejected the proposals of the 
National Congress. Ve now, therefore. 
venture to revive the proposal, and to suggest 
that some bhody- analogous to the Rritish 
Roval Commission—should be brought into 
existence as possible to dis harge 
similar functions for Ireland. lf, at this 
junctare, it is not possible to secure a body 
representative of the whole of Ireland. it 
should, at all events, he possible to secure the 
concurrent appointment of Commissions bv the 
Free State and Northern Ireland respectiy ely. 
and to arrange that these bodies shall confer 
upon the problem which is a crewing 
embarrassment to the progress of both States, 
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proposals we merely ge- 
state the policy which the Union has pursned 
lor several vears. Summarised thev are -— 

(1) Use all taxes and duties which are paid 
by motorists for the purpose of road recon- 
Struction. 

, (4) Capitalise whatever proportion of such 
income may be necessary to carry forward 
reconstruction works upon an adequate scale. 

(ó) Centralise road administration. 

(4) Establish a Commission, or Commissions 
to review the whole interlocked problems of 
transport by rail, road, sea and inland water.

The Guardians are reminded of their

IRISH HARBOUR DUES. 


The claim by the Cork Harbour Com- 
missioners that their tonnage dues on 
shipping are the lowest in the world has 
been received with a good deal of interest 


in Belfast. It was stated that in the 
Northern port the charge for trans- 
Atlantic liners was sixpence per net 


registered ton, whereas in Cork it was 
only one farthing per ton on the outward 
and homeward trips: The rates for other 
harbours were also given, ranging from a 
halfpenny in Derry to a shilling per ton 
in Dundalk, Waterford, and Foynes.~ In 
tne light of these figures it would seem 
that Cork has a good case for seeking 
powers to increase its dues, but, of course, 
other considerations may affect the issue. 
The reference to Belfast does not, how- 
ever, tell the whole story; for, while the 
official charge may be as stated, ocean 
liners calling at Belfast Lough to embark 
or disembark passengers do not come 
within the portal area, and are, therefore, 
not liable to pay dues. 

All passengers leaving Belfast are con- 
veyed to mid-lough by a tender, and, 
similarly, visitors from across the seas 
are taken off the liner and conveyed to 
the quays. The Belfast Harbour Board 
has given many concessions within recent 
years, the policy of the Commissioners 
being to offer every advantage to shippers 
consistent with the economic and efficient 
management of the port. The success of 
its administration may be seen in the 
ever-expanding volume of traffic handled 
on the docks and the remarkable increase 
in the amount of tonnage within recent 
years. Perhaps, the only improvement 
which one might regret is the erection of 
a new pier or jetty and the building of 
special sheds required to cope with the 
never-ending stream of emigration from 
the Six-County area. It seems to be a 
compelling evil, but all who love their 
country must deplore its necessity. 


ULSTER FISHERY CENTRES. 


The harbours around the coast of 

Northern Ireland are in urgent need of 
extensions and improvements, as admitted 
by the recent Commission of Inquiry, but 
very little, if anything, has been done 
to place them upon a satisfactory basis. 
The question, so’ far as it affects the 
Antrim shore, was considered at a meet- 
ing of the County Council this week, 
special reference being made to Portmuck 
on Islandmagee, Ballycastle Harbour and 
Rathlin Pier. It is essential for the pros- 
perity of the fisheries and other interests 
involved that these harbours should be 
placed in a proper state of repair, but 
financial difficulties seem to be the great 
obstacle to progress and development. 
Portmuck requires to have its pier re- 
built, the harbour partly dredged and a 
boat slip constructed, the estimated cost 
of which would be about £2,000; while, 
referring to Rathlin, the County Surveyor 
recommends that a new pier should be 
built at a cost of £5,000. With. regard 
to these two schemes, the County Council 
is awaiting the decision of the Ministry of 
Commerce relative to a grant to assist 
in carrying out the work, and, as the 
sums mentioned are comparatively small, 
it is hoped that the result will be satis- 
factory. 
The recommendations in connection with 
Ballycastle are of a more serious nature 
and require careful consideration. It is 
proposed that a commercial harbour 
shall be constructed, the expense of 
which would be round about £56,000, and 
in view of this large amount the Ministry 
does not look upon it very favourably. 
These several projects will, however, be 
further discussed by the authorities in- 
terested at an early date, when the final 
decision will be given. - The rival claims 
of Ardglass and Killough to be the central 
harbour for the fishing industry of the 
North are still a prolific source of con- 
troversy, but the Government officials 
favour Killough, the only difficulty being 
the enormous expenditure which would be 
involved. Ultimate efficiency has, there- 
fore, to give way to calls for economy, 
not always a wise course to pursue.

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| LAW REPORTS. 
ERNE FISHERY CASE. 


PUBLIC RIGHT CLAIMED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSON.) | 

The hearing was resumed of the action 
brought by Major BR. J. Moore, “ The Cliff,’ 
Ballyshannon, and other members of the 
Erne Fishery Company, against a number of 
local fishermen, and the Attorney-General, 
representing the general public, seeking a 
declaration that they are entitled to a several 
fishery in the tidal portion of the River Erne 
from the falls. of Asseroe at Ballyshannon to 
the bar of Ballyshannon, some three miles 
in length, under a Landed Estates Court 
conveyance of 11th March, 1869. 

The defendants deny the plaintiffs’ title to 
a several fishery in the tidal waters men- 
tioned, pleading that the public have an 
indefeasible right to fish there. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Overend, K.C.; Mr. 
Phelps, K.C.; Mr. Henry, K.C., and Mr. 
Newett (instructed by Mr. R. H. Reid) 
appeared for the plaintiffs. Mr. Lynch, K.C. ; 
Mr. Meredith, K.C.; Mr. MacLoone, K.C.; 
Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. McGuckin 
(instructed by Mr. Francis Gallagher) for the 
defendant fishermen; and Mr. Bewley, K.C. ; 
Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. E. J. Kelly (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor) for the 
Attorney-General. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., resuming his argument 
for the defendants, other than the Attorney- 
General, referred further to the judgment of 
the Chief Justice in the Supreme Court on 
the hearing of an appeal from the decision of 
the Judges in the High Court in the 
mandamus proceedings connected with this 
case in favour of the plaintiffs, in which the 
Chief Justice stated that he would not then 
express any opinion as to whether or not a 
several fishery was granted to the plaintiffs 
under the Landed Estates Court conveyance, 
and would reserve the right to consider that 
question on further argument, being of 
opinion that the plaintiffs had been granted 
only such rights as had been possessed by 
Thomas Connolly. 

Counsel contended that the conveyance and 
Statutes relied upon by the plaintiffs did not 
give them the powers they claimed to have, 
citing a number of cases hearing upon the 
subject. While he was calling attention to 
some of these authorities, 

Mr. Justice Johnston remarked—It all 
amounts to this, that the rights of the Crown 
and the Crown’s assignees are subject to the 
rights of the public. 

Mr. Lynch—Quite so, my lord. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lynch specified the 
different points or propositions upon which 
he relied in this case. He first contended 
that the public had a right to fish in this 
place in the River Erne, the locus in quo; 
he contended, secondly, that a right of 
several fishery in an arm of the sea, such 
as this was, could not have been created in 
the focus in quo by Henry II. or any of 
his predecessors for historical reasons. 

He further contended that the right claimed 
in this case could not exist in the locus im 
quo under the Brehon Laws; and that no 
king, private person, or body, could then 
have property in the fishery in the locus in 
MO, 
ae Jellett, intervening, said that his 
friend had mentioned a number of things 
which, if they meant anything, meant, legal 
impossibility. Legal impossibility was dis. 
tinct from historical impossibility, which was 
a totally different thing. There was no such 
contention here, and no such issue has been 
raised. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., said that it was not 
raised now, but it had always been raised 
before every time at which this case had 
been before the Courts. 

Mr. Justice Johnston pointed out that 
there might be some ambiguity in the use of 
these words, and he thought there was no 
necessity for using them. As he understood 
the matter in this case it was not a matter 
of history; it was a matter of title and law. 
Mr. Lynch said that that was so, but the 
expression, ‘‘ historically impossible,’’ or a 
similar expression had been used in the 
British Columbia case. 

Counsel, continuing, said that his next 
contention was that before Magna Charta 
the Crown had no right to a several fishery 
in an arm of the sea. He also stated that 
Henry II. had never visited this focus in 
quo; and although it might have been de- 
scribed as nationally subject to British 
dominion, it was really under the dominion 
of Hugh O’Donnell or the Princes of Tyr- 
econnell for the time being, who ever they 
were. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he would 
adjourn the further hearing of the case till 
the 16th of next October, which was the 
first available day for the purpose. 

Mr. Jellett said that he wished to hand in 
some documents for the plaintiffs, which had 
not been referred to so far. 

Mr. Lynch objected, stating that 
should have been put in the pleadings. 
Mr. Justice Johnston said that he would 
allow the entering of the documents. men- 
tioned to stand over for the present, taking 
Mr. Lynch as objecting. 

The further hearing of the action, accord- 
ingly, was adjourned till the 16th of October 
next,

KINGSTOWN RENTS.

CLAIM FOR ACCOUNT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
The hearing of an action brought by Mr. 
H. Carr, veterinary surgeon, and his wife, 
Mary Carr, of “ Valetta,’ York road, Kings- 
town, against Joseph Connor, retired car 
proprietor, of 65a Patrick street, Kingstown, 
was begun. 
It was a claim by the plaintiffs, as tenants 
for life, for an account of the moneys re- 
ceived, or which, but for his alleged wilful 
default, ought to have been received by the 
defendant as executor and trustee under 
the will of John Carr, decd.; and for the 
payment of such sum as might be found due 
to the plaintiffs by the defendant. 
The plaintiffs alleged that the defendant, 
in default of his duty as trustee had neglected 
to secure the full rentals. obtainable out of 
the property, consisting of a number cf 
houses in Kingstown and permitted the 
houses to be occupied by tenants at rents 
much below the rents obtainable for such 
houses in the open market, and had refused 
to take advantage of the various Increase 9 
Rent Acts, by which the rents would have 
been increased but for his alleged wilful 
default. 
The defence mainly was a traverse. The 
defendant also stated that if any of the 
increases of rent permissable by the Increase 
of Rent Acts had not been enforced, such 
non-enforcement did not constitute negligence 
or wilful default-on his part; and he further 
pleaded laches.

Mr. Lynn replied that, under two Articles 
of the Constitution, anyone was entitled to 
give notice on the jailer and then justify his 
contention in view of the trial and commit- 
ment. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne asked if Mr. Lynn 
sought to place any reliance upon the in- 
formation and belief of a deponent in a case 
of this nature without disclosing the source 
of the information and belief. In the 
affidavit that should be disclosed, otherwise 
it would be entirely irregular. 

Mr. Lynn argued that he was entitled to 
rely upon the information and belief of a 
deponent in a matter of this kind without 
disclosing its source, and cited decisions in 
support of his submission. He asserted that 
the procedure adopted against this woman 
was irregular. 

The Court directed that notice of motion

Crime in the United States. 


The American Bar Association, in 
session at Seattle, has discussed the con- 
ditions prevailing in the United States 
under the prohibition laws. A report 
which was presented to the Association by 
its Criminal Law section is a rather 
serious commentary on the workings of 
“prohibition” in some of the larger 
cities. The United. States must not be 
judged by the standards of older countries, 
where respect for law has been traditional 
for centuries. It contains a vast popula- 
tion which yet has to be assimilated. The 
prohibition laws are not to blame for 
everything. It is manifest, however; that 
a huge traffic in intoxicating liquor exists 
in violation of the law. The “ boot- 
legging ' organisations employ “ gunmen,” 
‘thugs ” and bombers. These gangs are 
financed for resistance to the officers of 
the law and for the defeat of rival “ boot- 
leggers.” The report gives its considered 
verdict in the words: “ Enforce the pro- 
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| report the Dean of Law at the University 


of South California declares that court 
calendars are full, that the penitentiaries 
are crowded, and that the police depart- 
ments are crying for aid. He points out 
that the ‘‘gangsters’’ are wealthy and 
that, in contrast to the police, they are 
equipped with the latest discoveries of 
science. A New York evening newspaper 
has been conducting an _ investigation 
which proves by statistical evidence that 
the statements at Seattle are in no way 
exaggerated. In the first five months of 
1928 there were 121 homicides in New 
York City. Forty-seven cases remain un- 
solved mysteries; in 29 cases the persons 
arrested could not be brought. to trial for 
lack of evidence. Others have been set 
free after trial, and only two persons have 
been sentenced to death, both of whom 
appealed to a higher court. 


Violet Rays. 


We have heard so much recently of sun- 
light treatment for health that it might 
almost be thought that our generation had 
discovered the sun as well as the treat- 
ment. There can be no doubt that this 
sudden enthusiasm is beneficial to public 
health. In a less inventive age we should 
have been satisfied to get all possible 
sunrays into our systems during “summer s 
lease’’ and to make them = suffice 
for the rest of the vear, but now there are 
substitutes. Artificial light treatments 
have been advertised, which are assumed 
to be as good as the real thing. Their 
extraordinary popularity gives a wide in- 
terest to a discussion at the meeting of the 
British Medical Association in Cardiff. 
These treatments frequently are highly 
beneficial to people who use them, but 
there is considerable danger in the 
manipulation of electrical-ray machines by 
persons who have no technical training. 
‘Sunray institutes’ and “beauty 
parlours’’ recommend “ ultra-violet”’ 
courses for every ill that flesh is heir to— 
from rheumatism to a plain face. —Pro- 
fessor Dixon showed that frequently the 
result, instead of being an improvement in 
health, was a feeling of lassitude, loss of 
weight, and sleeplessness. Often an un- 
suitable subject suffered still worse effects. 
It is worthy of note that “many of the 
lamps emit rays to which man has never 
been exposed,’’ and that the application 
of some of these radiations is ‘‘ comparable 
with the administration of a poisonous 
drug.” It should not be feared, of course, 
that all artificia] light treatment is 
dangerous. If it is properly used, it may 
prove to be one of the greatest discoveries 
in the history of medicine. Before they 
undertake extensive treatment, however, 
people ought to be guided bj medical 
advice.

The Primate's Resignation. 


The circumstances attending the resigna 
tion of the Archbishop of Canterbury’ wall 
provide a precedent where one hitherto 
has been lacking; for it is a recognised 
fact that an ecclesiastic can resign only 
to his ecclesiastical superior, and the 
Archbishop was without one. The King 
in law is head of the Church of England 
but could scarcely be considered an 
ecclesiastic; so that it was thought best 
to set up a Commission under the Great 
Seal to inquire into the matter. Te 
Bishops of London, Durham and W 
chester, regarded as the great bishor 
became for a brief while the. ecclesiast 
superiors of their actual head, in 
that they might recommend the 
ance of his resignation, a recommenda!

THE SUMMING UP. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that this case was 
one which depended almost entirely upon cir- 
cumstantial evidence, and they were asked 
to conclude that the proper and reasonable 
conclusion was the guilt of the prisoner. To 
convict, the facts must be inconsistent with 
his innocence; in the event of mere suspicion 
they could not find the prisoner guilty, and 
‘the burden of proof lay upon the State, 
always bearing in mind that the accused man 
was entitled to the benefit of a reasnoable 
doubt. 

Dealing with the references to Artane, Mr. 
Justice Hanna said that Brother Ryan was 
a “well-known public man; a man to whom 
the country owed a great deal for the re- 
formation of the boys committed to his care. 
He could understand, and he was sure the 
jury would agree with him, why he should 
not desire the name of Artane mentioned in 
this case. It had been brought into it, 
and it was unfortunate that did . not 
place all the information before the detec- 
tives in this case.

EX-CIVIL SERVANTS’ 
POSITION. 


IRISH FREE STATE BEFORE 
JUDICIAL COMMITTEE, 


NO UNDERTAKING AS TO 
FUTURE ACTION,

The hearing of a reference in the matter 
of certain questions relating to the payment 
of compensation to Civil Servants under 
Article 10 of the Articles of Agreement for 
a Treaty between Great Britain and Ireland, 
dated mber 6th, 1921 was to-day con- 
tinued by Lords Reading, Phillimore, Han- 
worth, Alness and Chief Justice Aylin 
(Canada), sitting as a Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council. 

Sir T. Inskip, Solicitor-General, resumed 
his speech on the case for His Majesty's Go- 
vernment of Great Britain, dealing first with 
Article 10 of the Articles of Agreement. That 
article, he contended, must be read as a 
whole. It established the fairness of the 
compensation. Its terms ‘‘ not less favour- 
able’’ meant that compensation in some 
form or another was to be at least as good 
as if the office had come under the Act of 

The method of the calculation of the 
compensation need not be the same. 


THE WORD “ FAIR." 

Viscount Reading asked if all that was 
needed to satisfy Article 10 was to give the 
compensation which was provided under the 
Act of 1920, what was the need to introduce 
the word “ fair ” at all. 

Sir T. Inskip replied that the word “' fair ’ 
was not superfluous. It was inserted in 
Article 10 to ensure that the taxpayer of 
the Irish Free State should pay only what 
was fair—not what was _ sentimental. He 
maintained, therefore, that Article 10 had 
been satisfied in the present case. The Act 
of 1920 threw the officer back on the super- 
annuation Acts. The position of the Civil 
Servant was to be the same as if he re- 
mained in the British service, and, therefore, 
entitled to the benefit of the pension Acts. 
Under these Acts he was entitled 
to receive nothing more than _ the 
money calculated on the salary and 
emoluments of which he was in receipt at 
the time of his retirement. The intention of 
the Legislature was that the transferred 
servant was to be in the same position as if 
he had remained in the British service: 


FREE STATE AND COMMITTEE. 

At the conclusion of Sir T. Inskip’s 
address, Mr. Overend, K.C., rose on behalf 
of the Irish Bree State. 

Mr. Dickie ‘for the Council of the Trans- 
ferred Officers’ Association), interposing, said 
he wished to know what was the position oi 
the Irish Free State. Were they to be bound 
by the decision of the Committee, or were 
they present simply to give assistance to the 
Committee? Would they, when they went 
back to Ireland, refuse to be bound by the 
decision of the Committee? 

Mr. Overend said that his position was 
that he was simply there as amicus curiae. 

Mr. Dickie said that it was, he thought. 
the first time the Irish Free State and the 
Treasury were agreed. 

The Marquis ot Reading said that the Com- 
mittee had nothing to do with what happened 
afterwards, or whether anybody was to, or 
was not, to, abide by their decision. Theirs 
was not an ordinary Court of Appeal, and 
the ordinary course of procedure did not 
apply. The noe IA now was whether Mr. 
Overend occupied any exceptional position 
different from that occupied by Mr. Dickie 
and the Law Officers of the Crown. 

Mr. Overend said that he appeared before 
the Committee to assist in seeing that all 
relevant considerations were put before them 
for the determmation of the reference. He 
was not in a position to give any under- 
taking in regard to the future action or 
legislation of the Irish Free State. 

The Marjuis of Reading said that Mr. 
Overend had made his position perfectly 
clear. 

CASE FOR THE FREE STATE. . 

Mr. Overend then proceeded with his 
speech for the Irish Free State with the view 
of informing and assisting the Committee, He 
explained—having dealt with the Superannna- 
tion Acts generally—that during the war 
frequent applications were made to the 
Treasury by British civil servants for a tem- 
porary increase of remuneration, on account 
of the increased cost of living, due to war 
conditions. 

In 1916 the Treasury conceded a temporary 
increase by way of bonus in the case of 
employés receiving less than £3 a week, and 
in 1917 the Conciliation and Arbitration 
Board, which had been constituted to investi- 
gate the claims of Government servants, made 
a number of awards of temporary increases, 
which, although not binding, the Treasury 
accepted. All such awards—in so far as 
they dealt with the claims of the civil 
servants, that such war bonus should be 
merged in pay and count for pension—ex- 
pressly provided that the increase awarded 
should not count for the pension or gratuity 
under the Superannuation Acts, 


IF NOT TRANSFERRED. 


The claimants, Mr. Overend argued, at the 
date of the minute of 20th March, 1922, were 
eivil servants in the service of the Crown. 
At that date they received their pay from 
and were employed in departments under the 
control of the Government of Great Britain, 
and had not been transferred to the service 
of any other Government. It could not be 
disputed, therefore, that the claimants were 
British civil servants, and were in every re- 
spect subject to the minute of 20th March, 


Had they remained in the service of the 
British Government down to the date of 
retirement the portions of their annual allow- 
ance granted in respect of their bonus would 
have been subject to the sliding scale and 
to the overriding maximum and the lump 
sum, if any, payable to them in respect of 
their bonus would have been calculated on 
75 per cent thereof—the highest percentage 
the Treasury ever agreed to take into account. 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Committee adjourned till to-morfow.

He 
had told the Court that he saw Toal in the 
slaughterhouse. There was no reflection on 
the great and good work of Artane in the 
fact that a boy should be charged with this 
grave offence. That had happened and 
was liable to happen in any school. 

Mr. Justice Hanna then went through the 
leading points in the evidence, and having 
spoken for two hours and twenty minutes. 
he concluded by telling the jury that the 
prisoner was entitled to the benefit of ay 
reasonable doubt in the case. 


JURY RETIRES. 


The jury retired at 8.55, and after three- 

uarters of an hour returned, and asked if 
Toal became angry with Mary Callan, and 
inflicted more injury upon her than he in- 
tended, could he be convicted of man- 
slaughter ? 

Mr. Justice Hanna—There is nothing in 
this case that would justify you in bringing 
in a verdict of manslaughter. 

The jury on retired at 9.37, and after 
an absence of 15 minutes returned with a 
verdict of guilty. 

Asked if he had anything to say why sen- 
tence of death should not be passed on him, 
the prisoner, who had ee slightly pale, 
said in a low voice: “ I am not guilty,’’ 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he agreed 
with the verdict of the jury, and, assuming 
the black cap, sentenced the prisoner to be 
executed on August 23rd next. 

The warder on either side of the prisoner 
touched his arms, and he turned about and, 
without assistance, went down to the cells. 

Mr. Justice Hanna thanked the jury for 
the close attention given to the case, and 
said that he would make an order on the 
hook that they be exempted from attendance 
for five years. 

Mr. Roc made an application for leave to 
appeal, on the usual grounds, but it was 
refused. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted.

She gave up the attempt after swimming 
about twelve miles. 

Despite the early hour, her departure from 
Donaghadee was witnessed by several 
thousand spectators. | 

She arrived at Port Patrick by boit at 
about eight o'clock last night. She was 
met by a crowd numbering over one 
thousand, and was given a rousing reception 
She was obviously very tired by her swim, 
but was able to walk to a car which was 
waiting for her, and waved to the crud as 
she drove off. 

A resident in the village stated last 1*ght 
that he thought Miss Gleitze was beaten by 
the coldness of the water. Conditions were 
not at all good, he said, and, in the circum- 
stances, she made a splendid attempt. 

ANOTHER ATTEMPT TO BE MADE. 

Miss Gleitze came out of the water slortly 
after 5 p.m. At that time the boat accom- 
panying her was visible from Port Patrick, 
and it was hoped by the large crowd i-ning 
the cliffs and harbour that she would 
succeed, but shortly after the motor skiff, 
Pride of Ulster, was seen making for the 
harbour with the swimmer on board.

September. 


INDIA FOR A 
CAREER. 


EARL WINTERTON'S 
ADVICE TO BOYS. 


. 


Earl Winterton, Under-Secretary for India, 
who distributed the prizes at the Speech 
Day Ceremony at Campbell College, Belfast, 
yesterday, expressed the delight that it gave 
him to be back again in Ulster with which 
he had long-standing family connections. 
He was not there to tell them how to attain 
fame, but he would suggest where their boys 
could find an honourable and useful career. 
That was in India. It might be felt that in 
offering this advice he was speaking as a 
propagandist. His reply was that everyone 
who belonged to any organisation in which 
he believed was or ought to be a propagandist. 
Lord Ronaldshay in his life of Lord Curzon 
had referred in his book to the civilisin 
influence of the British race in the East, aaa 
the Britisher had this advantage there as 
compared with home. At home it fell io 
very few of the population, however useful 
they might be, to leave behind any 
permanent marks of their work. But in India 
an individual had wide opportunities of teach- 
ing backward and illiterate persons the 
benefits of peace, security, and health. He 
could stamp his individuality and character- 
jetics upon the race, and his influence was 
bound to react on the prosperity of the 
country. 

State service in India was well paid, and he 
specially commended the Indian Civil Service, 
the Indian police, the Indian army, and the 
Indian medical service, through the medium 
of which they could serve the Empire and 
assist in its expansion. The British Isles were 
still. a magnificent testing ground for youth 
with ambition, but they had not there the 
great untapped sources of India and the 
Dominions. (Applause.) 


HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 

The Headmaster (Mr. W. D. Gibson, M.A.), 
in his sixth annua] report, told of the distinc- 
tions that the College had achieved during 
the past year, and said that they would have 
to go back to 1908 to find two Campbell boys 
scholars of Cambridge at the same time. It 
was the firet year in which four boys had 
passed direct from the school into the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich. For the Ministry 
of Education examination 21 had passed. in 
the three years’ history of the senior certifi- 
cate, of 58 boys from the school who 
had taken the examination 55 had passed. 

It is said, I am told, the Head Master pro- 
ceeded, that we turn out nothing but soldiers. 
Of the 43 boys in the sixth forms, 12 are going 
to Oxford or Cambridge, 12 to Trinity or 
Queen’s, 2 to Scottish Universities, 8 to 
Woolwich, Sandhurst or the Navy, 4 to pro- 
fessions which require no university training, 
and 5 to commerce. That impression is, there- 
fore, mistaken. i 


SOLVING A PROBLEM. 

On previous occasions [ have alluded, to 
the danger that the school might become 
so big and crowded as to lose its distinc- 
tive character. We have tried to keep num- 
bers down by various methods, one of these 
being the raising of the school age to 11, 
and we have thereby created other pro- 
blems for the college, but more especially 
for the parents. With a view to the solu- 
tion of these problems, the Governors have 
decided to open in September, 1929, a pre- 
paratory school in a separate building. 
The school will have its own headmaster, 
acting under the general supervision of the 
headmaster of the college, and will be con- 
ducted on the same lines as the college. 
Boys between the ages of 9 and 13 will 
be admitted into this preparatory school, 
and will be transferred to the college at ló 
on passing a qualifying examination. No 
boys already in the college will be trans- 
ferred to the preparatory school. 

Professor Davey, commenting on the re- 
port, said that they had every reason to be 
proud of their headmaster and his staff. 
is gerne | The school was in splendid 
order, and they were looking forward to still 
further advance in the record of its distinc- 
tions and usefulness. (Applause). They 
were most grateful to Lord Winterton for his 
presence and interesting address. 


POLISH POLITICS. 


—- —--— — 


CAUSES OF GRAVE ANXIETY. 
PRAGUE (by Mail). 

The latest political events in Poland, 
especially the recent declarations of Marshal 
Pilsudski, have entirely changed the sense of 
comparative security which has been felt in 
Poland during the last two years, as neither 
the parties which sympathise with Pilsudski 
nor his adversaries know what is to be ex- 
pected in the immediate future. This causes 
a state of considerable nervousness, espe- 
cially as a new coup d’etat by Pilsudski is 
regarded as at any moment possible, but 
whether or not it will take the form of a 
declaration of an official dictatorship and the 
dissolution of the Diet, with Marshal 
Pilsudski as Regent, no one can tell. 

The acute conflict betwen the Marshal and 
the Radical parties, his foremr staunch sup- 
oprters, is also complicating matters, as the 
Socialists may declare a general strike should 
Pilsudski take steps of which they dis- 
approve. 

In connection with the above, the un- 
favourable crop prospects and the less favour- 
able financial outlook are additional causes 
of anxiety. The attitude of the Government 
towards the Opposition parties and the Press 
has become much more hostile than hereto- 
fore, and a “control ” of the city and long- 
distance telephone systems has again been 
introduced—of course, unofficially—while the 
telephones of all the more important per- 
sonages, Legations, newspapers, etc., are 
under strict surveillance,

MYSTERY OF BELFAST

COMPLAINT TO DUBLIN 
PORT BOARD.

A complaint that on July 12 last 366 
cattle were sent by rail from Dublin to 
Belfast for shipment to Glasgow, 
although there were ample re pat 
facilities at Dublin, was investigated an 
discussed at yesterday's meeting of the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board, Mr. P. J. 
Lawrence (chairman) presiding. 

Mr. P. Leonard, T.D., said that he had 
received a letter from the Vice-President 
of one of the Cattle Traders’ Associations, 
in which the writer stated that he was 
informed that on July 12 last 366 cattle 
for Glasgow were outshipped at Dublin 
port and had to be sent by rail to Belfast. 
On that day the Glasgow Fair was held, 
and some thousands of people were 
coming here. Quite possibly the boats 
which would have been used for taking 
Irish cattle to Glasgow were used for 
taking Scottish boys and girls from 
Glasgow to Belfast and Dublin; but, 
although he had ascertained that several 
thousand people did come and use the 
boats, still there were boats available at 
Dublin for taking cattle to Scotland on 
that day. 


SPECIAL STEAMER READY, 


The statement that 366 cattle were sent to 
Belfast for Glasgow was correct, Mr. Leonard 
continued, but the statement that they were 
outshipped from Dublin was not correct, as 
there was no shortage of shipping accommoda- 
tion. The Laird Line early that evening 
had shipped 210 cattle to Glasgow, and had 
a large steamer, the Inniscarragh, specially 
chartered to meet the needs of the Dublin 
trade that day, but the curious thing hap- 
pened that the Great Northern Railway Co. 
had sent a circular to the owners of the 366 
cattle. They had at great trouble engaged 
a special boat to be ready at Belfast to take 
the cattle to Glasgow, and that they had 
done that in the hope that the boat would be 
filled. 

This particular boat, Mr. Leonard pointed 
out, was not capable of carrying more than 
240 or 250 cattle; so, consequently. out of the 
566 aattle that the Great Northern Co. 
carried to Belfast at least 120 must have 
been outshipped in Belfast that night, while 
there was a boat lying in Dublin capable of 
carrying 500 going direct to Glasgow. She 
actually left Dublin at 9 o’clock that night 
carrying 177 cattle, instead of her full com- 
plement of 500. Unless there was something 
wrong with the flat rate it should not be 
cheaper to send cattle to Glasgow bv Belfast 
than by the direct route from Dublin.  Re- 
ports had been going about that it was 
possible when sending by rail to have 7} 
waggons charged as 7. He had persona! 
knowledge of this, but he understood that 
where, say, 7 waggons were booked for 56 
cattle and that the cattle were too large for 
that number of waggons, but occupied 7}, 
only 7 would be charged for. He thought it 
was most-important in the interests of the 
Port of Dublin that the true facts should 
be known. 


A GREAT SURPRISE. 

Mr. Field said that it was their business 
to keep all the traffic they could for Dublin 
Port. There was something at work to divert 
trafic from Dublin to Belfast. 

Mr. Baird said that the statement made 
hy Mr. Leonard was substantially correct. 
ine day in question was the Glasgow Fair 
holiday, and they could not take cattle, or 
even cargo, on their ordinary boats. In order 
to accommodate the cattle trade, his com- 
pany had made special arrangements to send 
two boats to Dublin to take live stock. They 
had entered for shipment to Glasgow 653 
cattle by dealers for that night. One steamer 
sailed with her full complement of 210 cattle. 
‘The other boat, the Inniscarragh, was 
specially chartered at great. expense from the 
Cork Steamship Co., and it was a great sur- 
prise to him that when she was ready to sail 
at 9 o'clock that night all she could get was 
177 cattle and some 58 sheep. That vessel 
was capable of accommodating 500 cattle. Of 
the 366 said to have been sent to Belfast. thev 
had accommodation for 323, but, in the 
ordinary course, out of the 366 he would 
imagine about 100 would have been sent by 
Belfast buyers by Belfast in any event. The 
curious fact that, with al] the trowbdle 
that had been forecasted, Belfast had 
really no accommodation for live stock on 
that day at all. The special small steamer 
sent to them was only capable of carrying 
251 cattle. Thus a great proportion of the 
cattle railed from Dublin that day could not 
have been accommodated, while the Innis- 
carragh left Dublin that night half empty. 


RAILWAY COMPANY'S CIRCULAR. 

The Chairman asked who arranged the 
boat at Belfast. Was it the Great Northern 
Railway ? 

Mr. Baird replied that he could not say, 
but it was arranged by earnest solicitation. 
It might have been the Great Northern Com- 
pany, but the fact remained that the cattle 
were provided for at the Port of Dublin, and 
there could be no complaint against his 
company. 

Senator Moran—The statement in the 
letter is untrue in substance and fact. It 
suited the purpose of those people to go to 
Belfast, and they went there. 

The Chairman asked if there was any other 
reason adduced in the circular to get shippers 
to send their cattle. by Belfast other than the 
provision of a boat there. 

Mr Leonard—No. 

The Chairman—If we had any reason to 
think that there was any preferential rate the 
matter should be investigated by the Railway 
Tribunal. 

Mr. Leonard—Exactly ; 
brought it up. 

Mr. Baird—Our representative was in the 
Dublin Cattle Market that day, and told all 
the dealers about the extra steamers, and 
they all knew about it. 

Mr. McCullagh said that it was due to Mr. 
Baifd that those people who booked their 
cattle to be shipped by his company, and did 
not do so, to explain. 

Mr. Leonard said he was told that some 
of the dealers rang up the North Wall to 
know if the Inniscarragh was there, aud were 
told that she had not arrived. They were 
told that it was all nonsense about a special 
boat being chartered, and that there would 
be no boat there. 

The Chairman—That puts a very different 
complexion on it. 

Mr. Baird—It was a well known fact that 
a steamer would be in the port at 6.30. She 
did come, and everyone was told about it. 
The question was whether we would sail 
the boat at all with 177 cattle, instead of 
500: but to accommodate the dealers we did 
sail her. 

Replying to the Chairman, Mr. Baird said 
that the boat which sailed from Belfast also 
belonged to their company. 

The Chairman said that if the dealers 
believed there was danger that night that 
their cattle would not be shipped from Dublin, 
he did not think there was any use going 
further. If the particular circumstances 
justified the dealers in sending by Belfast, 
they had no reason to complain. It seemed 
to be all due to a misunderstanding. 

Mr. Baird—To say the least of it, it is not 
encouraging to my company, after chartering 
a boat at very heavy cost, to have this 
nage. 

he Chairman said that they would leave 
the matter at that. If Mr. Leonard got any 
further information on the matter, he could 
bring it before the Board. ;

NEW INDIAN LOAN. 


> 


A Simla telegram states that the contro- 
versy in financial circles regarding the terms 
and desirability of a Government of India 
super-loan is ended by the announcement of 
the terms of the loan for 1928. The amount 
required is 55 crores nominal, and, corre- 
spondingly, 35 crores cash, against 52 
budgetted for by Sir Basil Blackett. A crore 
is equivalent to £750,000. The issue will 
be a double-barrelled one, consisting of a long 
term loan at 94 per cent., repayable at par 
in 1955-1960, and six-year bonds, issued at 
97.6 per cent., repayable at par in 1934, the 
annual interest in each case being 44 per cent, 
The yield of the long-term is appreciably 
better than that on the existing 1960-1970 
loan, and the yield on the new bonds is 
cee? better than that on the existing 
1955 bonds at the present market price. The 
conversion terms are : be per cent. War Bonds 
will be accepted at 105 rupees per 100, plus 
the interest due thereon for the half-year 
ending the 14th of September. It will be 
seen that the Government of India have 
profited by the experience of last year’s loan 
and by the advice pressed upon them from 
many quarters. The annual rate of interest 
is raised from 4 to 44 per cent. In other 
respects also the terms should be attractive 
in commercial and financial circles. On the 
other hand, taking the taxpayers’ point of 
view, the terms are more favourable than 
those secured by the Secretary of te 
on the London market last January. Experts 
hope the loan will be fully covered on the 
Indian market, obviating the necessity of 
further borrowing on foreign markets, and 
if it is fully subscribed it may be forecast 
that one result will the issue of less

Whitfield. 

The Chairman, moving the adoption of the 
report of the directors, said :'— 

Ladies and gentlemen, the report and state- 
ment of accounts to be presented to this 
meeting having been in your hands for some 
days, I assume that, as is usual with us, they 
may be taken as read. 

Before passing on, I will, however, in ac- 
cordance with our usual custom, briefly 
comment on the figures of the balance sheet, 
comparing them with June, 1927. There is 
no change in the paid-up capital. It remains 
at one million five hundred thousand pounds. 
The reserve fund, by the addition of £15,000 
out of the past half-year’s profits, will be 
raised to £1,425,000. Compared with twelve 
months ago our notes in circulation are about 
£10,000 less, while the item ‘‘ deposits, etc.,”’ 
shows a decrease of £273,000. This fall is 
mainly due to subscriptions of our customers 
to the recent Free State Loan. Profits for the 
half-year ara about £2.000 less. Let us now 
turn to the “' assets” side of the halance 
sheet. “ Cash on hand ” is down by £175,000, 
but this is more than balanced by an increase 
of £225,000 in the next item—viz., “ money 
at call.’’ ; 

Our investments in Exchequer Bonds and 
5 per cent. War Loan are lower by £545,000, 
but our Government Securities, including 
reserve fund and corporation, railway and 
other investments, show an increase of 
£55,000 and £137,000 respectively. Advances 
are higher by £163,000, while bills discounted 
are reduced by £97,000. These two items 
show a ratio of 48.4 per cent. to our 
liabilities on deposits. Bank premises show 
a slight increase of £7,000. In this connec- 
tion I would repeat that our premises are a 
very valuable asset and appear at much 
under their real worth. 

I pass now to the profit and loss account. 
Full provision having been made for all bad 
and doubtful debts, the net profits for the 
past half-year amounted to £158,238 Os. 6d., 
which, with £26,587 5s. 10d. - brought for- 
ward, gives us for distribution and alloca- 
tion a sum of £184,825 6s. 4d. Out of this 
amount we transfer £50,000 to ‘income tax 
and contingencies account,” £15,000 to 
reserve account, £10,000 to bank premises 
account, and we pay a dividend at the rate 
of 14 per cent. per annum, less tax, carry- 
ing forward £25,825 6s. 4d. to “' profit and 
loss new account.”’ 

SOUND LIQUID POSITION. 

Before leaving the balance sheet I would 
draw your attention to the extremely sound 
and liquid position of the bank. The invest- 
ments appear at a figure well below their 
market value, and our ‘‘ cash in hand,” 
“money at call’’ and investments show a 
ratio of over 60 per cent. to our liabilities 
to the public payable on demand. | 


MONETARY EVENTS OF THE YEAR. 
Ladies and gentlemen, important events of 
the past half-year have been the stabilisation 
of the franc and the monetary situation in 
the United States of America. The stabili- 
sation of the franc had been advocated for 
some time by financial experts, and the 
French Government are to be congratulated 
on having, by prudent measures, prepared 
the country for such a step, and thus brought 
France into line with other European 
countries in a practical adoption of the gold 
standard. This should have an all round 
beneficial effect. Monetary conditions in the 
United States have not, mainly as the result 
ot a wave of speculation, been satisfactory. 
‘Lhe situation had occasioned comment in 
America for some time. The checks taken to 
right the position have disclosed a divergence 
of opinion amongst the Federal Reserve 
Banks. Discount rates have, of course, been 
gradually increased, though not uniformly, 
and call money has run to a very high 
level—touching 10 per cent. for a time. 
The resulting factors wave been :— 
(1) The practical cessation of American 
loans abroad ; 
(2) A substantial decrease in 
share values; and 
(5) A demand for the dollar which has 
naturally weakened the value of 
sterling. 
. It is to be hoped that the situation will 
improve and that it will not consequently 
be necessary to increase rates in England, 
as, of course, as you will readily realise, such 
an increase would also affect rates in Ireland. 


MONETARY MARKET. 

Turning now to the Money market, the 
average Bank rate during the half-year was 
lower than in the corresponding half of 1927, 
but the other rates for the employment of 
what may be termed our short term moneys 
were, in comparison, more favourable. 

TRADE CONDITIONS IN ENGLAND. 

On the whole, I consider, Jadies and gentle- 
men, that trade conditions in England have 
improved, and this, as I need not tell you, 
will, if correct, reflect itself in Ireland. The 
returns show an increase in exports and a 
decrease in imports for the past six months. 

TRADE CONDITIONS IN IRELAND. 

A review of the trade position in Ireland 
affords gratifying evidence of a distinct im- 
provement, particularly in regard to agricul. 
ture, amd prospecis may fairly be said to be 
much brighter than for some years past. 

A comparison of the prices of agricultural 
commodities discloses a more reassuring posi- 
tion, and should favourably react on the 
trading community as a whole. 

The cattle trade has recently assumed a 
decidedly more cheerful tone. Prices for fat 
cattle are markedly improved, and, if main- 
tained, should bring much-needed relief to 
graziers and farmers, who were badly hit by 
the adverse conditions of recent years. An 
off-setting tendency may arise to some extent 
from the understocking of lands, due to lack 
of capital, but a stabilisation of prices on a 
better level would bring a greater demand for 
grazing lettings, and conditions would thus in 
a short time even up to the general better- 
ment. Fairs for the past three months have 
been d and cattle well-conditioned. not- 
withstanding the scarcity and poor quality of 
winter feeding and the adverse conditions in 
the spring.

“The linen trade is still depressed, and a 
pears to make little headway against fashion 
decrees and the competition of alternatiy, 
fabrics. In the shipbuilding industry there ; á 
much unemployment, but the position has 
somewhat improved and prospects are better 
Transport developments continue to be tha 
outstanding feature in Northern Ireland, and 
are being watched with much interest. 

The improvement in the counéry’s externa! 
trade is very encouraging. The adverse 
balance, while still calling for much serious 
attention, is being steadily reduced. Much of - 
this must be attributed to the organisation of 
the dairying industry and the steps taken ta 
ensure the export of a standard reliable pro. 
duct. The ever-growing exports of butter and 
eggs are a gratifying testimony to the far. 
sighted efforts made to secure a share of the 
British market commensurate with this 
country’s advantages of situation and the 
improved quality of its products. 

Internally, trade conditions are brighter, on 
the whole. Money would appear to be mora 
plentiful, and the collection of debts by 
traders and others is not a matter of so much 
difficulty as formerly. 

Railway receipts show a large falling of. 
and in the domain of transport it would seem 
that the country 1s faced with a very grave 
economic problem. The situation is one that

One of the most hopeful auguries of tha 
time is the keen widespread interest taken in, 
and the energies concentrated on, the develop.

endeavour that cannot but be fruitful and 

rofitable. 

NOTE ISSUES OF THE BANKS IN THE 
IRISH FREE STATE. 

During the coming half-year the issues of 
the Irish note issuing banks will terminate in 
the Free State, and be replaced by— 

(1) A consolidated bank note issue of a 
limited amount, divided amongst all 
the banks at present carrying 
business in the Free State; and 

(2) A legal tender issue. 

Both issues will be under the control of 
Currency Commissioners appointed under t: 
Currency Act of 1927. 

The banking account of the Currency ( 
mission will be an important one, and, as we 
felt the National Bank was in a unique posi. 
tion to undertake its management, ws duly 
applied to be appointed bankers to the Co: 
mission, quoting at the same time what | 
believe to be much more favourable terms 
than any other bank that had applied for the 
appointment. I regret to say, ladies and 
gentlemen, we did not obtain the account ; as 
you will have seen in the Press very recently 
that the Bank of England has been appointed, 

STAFF. 

I feel, ladies and gentlemen, I cannot con- 
clude without expressing our thanks to the 
staff for their efficient services. The success 
of any bank depends, as you know, on the 
loyalty and efficiency of the staff, and the 
National Bank are very fortunate in possess 
ing a loyal body of officers. The growi: 
system of international banking calls, as you 
realise, for greater efforts towards efficiency 
and we try, as you are aware, to keep abreast 
of the time and a little before it.

NEW RECORD IN COIN AND 
BULLION, 


Movements in the Bank return are more 
moderate than of late, especially as regards 
the coin and bullion and the reserve. The

Afterwards the firelight, the 
moving figures about it, the still warm 
air—mountain arr—the peace only to be 
found in mountain places, the darkening 
river, the scents of evening becoming 
night, made Lismore momentarily into a 
secret place of the Austrian or Tyrolese 
mountains, or Switzerland, in one of those 
places where one might still escape the 
crowds. Next day I saw over Lismore 
Castle. I walked down by narrow paths to 
it between high walls, where a dark pine 
had caught up a rambler rose, and where 
the scent of limes followed one to the 
descending steps, till I came to the old 
entrance arched across the road. 


KING JAMES’S REFUGE. 
Lismore is a Norman Castle, kept in 
perfect condition. It passe’ to the 
Devonshires from the Boyles (a Boyle who 
was Bishop of Cork lived here, and his 
blackened carved sword is still preserved). 
Buildings have been added by its various 
owners—the entrance is old, the ‘‘ monkey 
house,’’ and still another part to the far 
left of the entrance. In the courtyard 
stands an immense and solitary beech tree. 
Through the ancient doors one comes to 
walls hung with tapestry, oak panellings 
of linen fold design, and ornamented white 
marble fireplaces. The fireplace in the 
banqueting hall is remarkable—at one end 
there is a stained glass window of St. 
Petrick, at the other the arms of the 
Boyles and Devonshires. At one time 
Lismore was occupied by monks, and their 
stalls are still to be seen in the banquet- 
ing hall. From a castle window which 
gives on the Blackwater and all its wooded 
beauty King James II. gazed in horror 
when he took refuge in Lismore. Think- 
ing he had been trapped, the fact that no 
bridge crossed the Blackwater in those 
days confirmed his fears. 
Through every castle window I saw a 
beautiful sight, and through every window 
came another summer scent. 
The Blackwater is the second best fish- 
ing river in Ireland, and that says a 
good deal. On February Ist this year 
one hundred and eighty-three fish were 
killed, whose total weight was 5,598lb. ; 
the largest single fish was 48lb. During 
the present season the heaviest grilse 
catch was 7lb., caught at the end of June.

Mr. Edstrom showed the report 
to Mr. Murray Hulbert, President of the 
American Amateur Athletic Union, who 
deniéd its truth, saying that Paddock had 
been misrepresented. Mr. Edstrom added 
that if the report had been true it would have 
been a matter for the Amateur Athletic. 
Federation, but now, naturally, no action was 
necessitated. The matter would not be dis- 
cussed at the Federation Congress. The affair 
is generally regarded as a “storm in a tea- 
cup.”

‘‘BROKEN TIME ' PAYMENTS. 
AMSTERDAM, Thursday. 

An official statement was issued to-night b 
the International Olympic Committee regara- 
ing their deliberations of the past two days. 
The communiqué stated that the negotiations 
of the Executive Committee with the Inter- 
national Lawn Tennis and Association Foot- 
ball Federations had resulted in the omission 
of lawn tennis from the present Olympiad, 
while the Committee had expressed the 
opinion by 4 votes to 2 that the proposal 
‘made by the International Association Foot- 
ball Federation in conference on August 8th 
last, constituted a new factor which had 
not been considered at Prague, and conse- 
quently had spesially authorised the inclusion 
of football in the Amsterdam Games. 

The fact was insisted upon that the Execu- 
tive Committee neither approved nor dis- 
approved the formula of the International 
Footbal] Federation, since the Committee 
considered itself incompetent to deal with it, 
and that it had therefore in no way either 
approved or discussed the principle of 
“broken time” payments. 

The President read the text of the decision 
taken at Lisbon, laying down in formal 
fashion the unlimited powers delegated to 
the Executive Committee to settle ail dis- 
cussions which may arise in connection with 
the International Federation in the Games. 

In face of this it was recognised that the 
Executive Committee had not acted wltra 
vires. 

General Sherwill (U.S.A.) proposed to settle 
once and for all the differences which existed 
between the International Olympic Committee 
and certain International Federations on the 
subject of amateurism, but the Committee 
decided to postpone the discussion. 

The proposal for the change in the rules of 
the International Olympic Committee, brought 
forward by the Executive, were opposed by 
a great majority of the members, and the 
proposal that it should be withdrawn was 
accepted unanimously. 

The Olympic Cup for 1929 was awarded to 
the Y.M.C.A. ‘The International Olympic 
Committee then awarded the Olympic diploma 
to Colonel Lindbergh, M. Alain Gerbault and 
Captain Horace Pigeon. 

The Committee afterwards continued the 
discussions of General. Sherwill’s proposal and 
the programme for future Games.

INFORMATIONS REFUSED 


AGAINST *BUS OWNER. 
(BEFORE MR. KENNY.) 

Informations were refused in the case of 
William McVitty (23), a ‘bus owner, of 2

TILDEN’S REINSTATEMENT. 


OPINIONS IN AMERICA. 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 

Tilden’s announcement in Paris that he 
would give up international tennis unless he 
made a good showing at Auteuil to-morrow 
took the American tennis world by surprise. 
Several interpretations are placed upon his 
declaration. Some think that “ Big Bill ” 
intends to become a pukka professional, be- 
lieving that he will be barred from tourna- 
ment play by the U.S.L.T.A. when he is 
“brought to trial ” over here on his return 
from France. 

Others are of opinion that Tilden realises 
that if he cannot defeat the French aces now 
he will never again be able to lower their 
colours.
